lorm. I lie train wad about read> to 
jinll out when the second special came 
iiifn tlie yards and in si^^ht of the sta 
lion under check. Wheu within a few 
liundred feet of the Btnuding train En- 
gineer William Whelan of the second 
rection put on the brakes but found to 
his alarm that thoy did not work. Tlie 
speed of the train did not diniinieh and 
reversing his engine Engineer Whulan 
and his fireman, Josoph P. Kimblincr. 
jumped from the locomotive. The 
train kept on and in full view pf the 
several hundred about the station 
dashed into the reariOBMhaaofllliO first 
passenger train. 

There were eight cars on the train, 
all New York Central cars but one, 
which was put in at a station on the 
Canada Southern division to replace 
one disabled. The curs are much 
lighter than those on the Michigan 
Central, and the seventh and sixth care 
of the first engine were completely tele- 
scoped, the one being fitted into the 
other snugly. The tifth car was over- 
turned, aud across a sidetrack about 5€ 
fset east of the depot. The Michigan 
Oentral car wae next, and it was badly 
smashed on both ends^ the platform b« 
ing carried away and the windows ,1 
smashed. The passengers on this cui 
were few, and none of them were seri- 
ensly injnred. It wm in the sixth, 
seventh -and eighth cars where the 
slaughter took place, and not a single 
occupant of either of the^e cars ap 
pears to have escaped death or injury. 

The scene that followed the collision 
was horrible iu the extreme. In a mo- 
meat the air wa^^ tillid with shrieks of 
the dying, and dead and mangled bod- 
ies could be ec»en in the debris. The 
people ou the platform and surroumi- 
ing streets rushed in every dire<:tion t<j 
give what help could bo alfjrded. 
Physicians were on the scene almost in- 
stantly and the work of removing the 
dead and injured was faeilitated iiy 
impressing carriages aiul Lcnrst'S into 
services. Jacksi n l)enig a divisinii 
station on thw line a wrecking train 
was sjieedily ut liund. The deaa woro 
conveyed to tlie local Uhdeitukiiig 
rooms and the injured to hotels. 

While the budius were Ijeing taken 
out from under ihe debris there wen 
heartrending .scenes. George StiirK oi 
Elmira and JJarwm Z. Gibbs of VVheil 
er, N. Y., and George Woodtniry ni 
Bath, N. v., had left tlieir wives sir- 
ting togetlier in the co.ach, while t)M-y 
steppeu out to smoke during during tu' 
stop. The tlii ei' women were kille<i. 

In t)ie luiiiertakiug rooms lay thi 
body of a a-y ear-old baby for four hourh 
unideutitiod. It was finally located ati 
the child of llrs. Anson Harrington ot 
Elmira, who lay two iniWi away witii 
in3uii( s from wiiii h she U'ay die. 

Tliere were s^'orus of other cases 
wheie traveling companions and rela- 
tives were separated and some killed or 
injured seriously. 

Some of the wounded A'e in pitiablt 
circumstances, cut almost to pieces, 
with death waiting to SSlte them In a 
few hours at most. 

The city hospicd is the scene of terri- 
ble suffering. Here Dr. {.'ilison and a 
corp.1 of assistant.^ are in charge. 

A sad case is that of Johunna flerloy. 
Shi) lies ou a stretcher in one of tne 
lower rooms, shaking in the mo!-t 
agonizing manner. Eoih lejs are 
broken near the ankle, and lier right 
arm is broken above tiie elbuw and si" 
is terribly iiijur-.-d about the body. Her 
recovery is don'.itful. 
. Near by lies Tdrs. Anson Harrington 
of l^liuira, N. Y.. with her riglit h-g 
broiven below the knee and her body 
terribly brniscil. N.'ar her lies her 
dead baby, aL;ed 0 inoiiilis. Though iu 
awful agony she constantly asks for the 
child, at.'d no one has the conrage to 
tell her that she will never agmn re 
spond to her voice. 

A gateiiiau in the Slicing. in Centnil 
yards hero tells of the inir.ttulous es- 
cape of a woman and her little child. 
Thoy were in the car thai was so com 
pletely telescoped, and were among tlie 
first he extricated from the wreck. 
Every stitch of elothinL' had b'je(i torn 
from the child's body, but it had not re- 
ceived a scratch, 'ihe wom.in was nlsc

Detroit, Got 14.— The following 
statement is made to the United Press 
by General Superintendent Robert Mil 
ler OS to the disaster at Jackson : 

"It is utterly impoKsible for me to 
understand how it happened— the ^ore 
news I get, the more mystified I am 
Now, for inatanoe,. here is the state- 
ment of the superintendent to the ef 
feet that the engineer tried his braces 
at Jackson Junction. That is in accord- 
ance with Bulo 77 of our regulations 
govsming tho running of trains. Jack- 
son Jnnonon is only a mile from th ' 
station, and he therefore 'nnst hu^ " 
found his beakes all night jnst a few 
minutes before the aootaent" 

"According to this repott, and it is 
supposed to some extent, he found out 
that his brakes would not hold when 
within a quarter of a mile of the tram 
he smaahsd. Be at OBoe revarsed his 
engine and notiied the oondnctor bv 
whistle that his air was not working. 
The oqpdnotor then tried the air on the 
train, and neither was any good, l 
presume the conductor then made an 
effort to use the ;handbrakes, but possi- 
bly before anything oopld be done, the 
crash cam^. 

"Now, bere is the thiag. If the air 
was all right at the junction I can not 
undentMM what could hfivs happened 
to the Bumps. It is something un- 
heard of for the pumps to give ont in 
thiainaaner. Bnt. snnposing the air. 
by some manner ooold haTe been ont 
off between the train and the engine, 
then the oonduotor's brakes wonid have 
worked antomatioaUy. hot aooordiag 
to the nports th^ ooadnotor waa as 
hel]^ess as the engineer. There seems 
to be no donbt bOt that he tried and 
that something gave way at that un- 
fortunate time.

The dispatch states that passannr 
trains have just arrived there from tne 
aonth and the passengers bring news of 
great damage all along the ronte. Os- 
mund, Dayton and Rookridge suffered 
irmch. The roof was blown off Phil 
Dyer's hotel, at Indian river, and other 
wise injured the holeL Shipping ports 
and docks wart greatly danuiged. and 
many small boats ware tank at 
anchor. 

The Clyde steamship, due here yes- 
terday from New York, h^s not yet 
been reported at CharlflitOB, and fears 
regarding her safety are entertained by 
tnany. 

The orange crop in the eastern por^ 
tion of the state, about whidh alarm 
has been felt, is considerably injarsd la 
many plaoes, and in a nvmber of groves 

the oranges and lemons are gpreatly 
damaged. The loss will probablv reach 
into hundreds of thoosands of dollars. 
All day the wind blew a gale, making 
it impossible for steamers tomakalud- 
lag. 

O ONQRESS . 

Wlwt Waa Dona by tb* Vatted Stalaa San> 
ata and Hoaaa. 

Washinoton, Oct. 14.— The senate 
met as usual at 11 a. m., and apparent- 
ly with more than a quorum of sen- 
ators president. A communication 
from the seoretary of treasury was pre- 
sented in response to Mr. Allan's reso- 
lution inqninng as to moneys borrowed 
br the government since March, 1886. 
Uia answer is that no money has been 
borrowed. 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.) gave notice of 
an amendment which he wonld offer as 
a substitute for the silver purchase re- 
peal bill. It consisted of ^ven sections, 
the first of them being the repeal of the 

fiurchase clause of the Sherman act 
t authorizes the issue ot coin oertiii- 
cates for the uncoined bullion consisf- 
ing of seigniorage on the silver harsto- 
fore pwehased. It provkUs;;ff09 ^e 
ooiaaga^of. iflvar thatmay ba wpodted 
bv its owners, and that is the prodnct 
of the United States mines, at the rate 
of sfiii.ooo.ooo a month up to the limit of 
$ti()o.i oo.ooo. 

Thi.s coinage is to be fairly propor- 
tioned among the silver prMucing 
Btules aud l«ri iloriea. Ilolders of stanf 
ard silver dollars may have them ex- 
ofaanged into certificates. Authority is 
to be given to the seoretary of the 
treasury to refuse payment in gold "on 
any obligations of the Unitea States" 
when he is satisfied that the gold is ap- 
plied for with a view to exportation. 

A joint committee of the two honses 
is to examine into the floanolal and 
monetary condition of the government 
and people of the United States. The 10 
per cent tax on state banks is to be re- 
pealed.
